special meeting of the senate* to 
review the adminlstraiiotts anmml 
hricf on tlie projectefl expansion of 
Laurentian University for ttie pe- 
riod 1070 to 107!*, The t)rler pre- 
pared hy President MnllliLs, will 
1)0 presento<i today to theCorntnlt- 
tee on University Affairs. 

Four memljcrs of 20 present had 
arrived by accident; they had not 
received notification of the special 
meeting. Three of the four were 
student niemhers of the senate. A 
small group of student observors 
were present. Multlns questioner] 
the presence of non-senate mcm- 
1)ers. lie sug(^ested that they lea- 
ve despite Ihe fact that senate cons- 
titution aiid nilc of procedure do 
not provide for closed meeting. Ci- 
ting the apparent conhislon creator] 
by tho lack or notification of mem- 
tiers and by the presence of non- 
meml>ers* Dr. Davis movefJ^ se- 
conded by Dr. Menon^ that (he mee- 
ting be adjourned. 

Departing from norma) rules of 
order. President Mnllins launched 
into an historical monologue In 
which he allempteil to justify his 
proscnce on campus inthe past and 
rocommendalions he made In his 
hriof to ttie Committee on Univer- 
sity Affairsp llo stated thatfluring 
Its preparation^ ho had consulted 
Vice-President Cloutler, Comp-

troller Nurml, J,tl. Harrison (01- 
rectoraJ Physical Plant and Plan- 
ning) and assorted unnamed faculty 
department heads. 

Professor Ashby^ head of the 
School of Social Work^ pointed out 
that In his case at least, this sim- 
ply Vns not true* Although thebriet 
calls for the Institution ofa gradu- 
ate department In social work, he 
said that his faculty had discussed 
the creation of a graduate depart^ 
ment ajid tiad rejected the Idea. 
They felt tiLat the school was not 
ready for sucb a development; 
Ashby expressed dismay at the 
lack of consultation In the formu- 
lation of the brief and the confu- 
sion In the meeting to discuss It. 

Professor IllUdrupbroke In to 
ask if the brief was supposed to 
be approved by Monday. The feel- 
ing of many senators was they could 
not possibly read* digest and com*- 
ment on the 21*page brief at one sit- 
ting, rlilidrup went on to ask If se- 
nate was not present merely to rul>- 
ber stamp the brief. 

Professor Cragg staled that Mul^ 
llns' should not present 
the brief to the Committee on U- 
nlverslty Affairs as if It hod sena- 
te approval. He emphasised that 
Senate had not endorsed the brief* 

At this polnti the meeting came 
back to order and the motion to ad- 
journ was passed; 10-S-l. 

The briefs were then dlstritnited 
to senate members as they left.

Today nt Laurentian, a meeting 
Is taking place which is to a great 
extent, to determine the develop- 
ment and expansion of this univer- 
sity for the next five years. 

TheCommlttecon University Af- 
fairs which is the advisory board to 
the Minister and the Department of 
University Affairs of Ontario, Is on 
campus to receive from the Uni- 
versity a forecast of Its pro]ocle4l 
expansion and capital needs for the 
period from 1970-71 to 197*1-75. 
A meeting is sclieihiled from 9:15 
a«m, until 12:15 p.m. In tIteSonale 
and Board Room on the eleventh 
floor of the library tower* for this 
purpose. 

Each sei^ment of the university 
the governors, administration* fa- 
culty and students, will have four 
representatives present to submit 



briefs widch were to outline the 
views of these groups concerning 
expansion and planning tor the fi- 
ve-year period* 

Pierre Fortin, President of the 
Students General Association, did 
not receive notification of the mee^ 
ting or the request for a brief un- 
til October 6, 

Gary Clarke* President of the 
Faculty Assoclationdid not receive 
his notification until October 7lhl 
In this letter of notification, Pre- 
sident MulUns stated that these 
briefs would have to be prepared 
by no later than October 10th. This 
left less than a week to prepare 
plans for five years of development 
at Laurentian University!

Last Thursday at 3 p.m.* a gen- 
eral meeting was called in pre- 
paration for the S.G,A, brief to 
be submitted to the C,U,A. Tlie 
purpose of the meeting was to 
get some cross-section of stu^ 
dent opinion as to the future pi 
annlng of Laurentian University. 
The meeting was Informed 
about the short notice given for 
the preparation of such a briol 
and of the difficulties involved 
In its preparation. It was agreed 
by those present that more time 
was needed to prepare a compreheu^ 
slve plan for Laurentian in the 
next five years. Two things were 
decided based on this: 

First that the student dele- 
gation should present a request 
for an extension In order to per** 
mlt us to prepare a complete 
report from the students' point 
of view. 

Secondly, that we should 
organize a teach-in for Monday 
in order to Inform students of 
the situation. 

The students present for 
the meeting were of the opinion 
that this Incident pointed out 
many of the problems at Lauren- 
tlanand that these should be dealt 
with at the teach-in. 

The majckr reasons for the 
existence of this situation were 
described as lack of consultation 
and communication among the dif* 
ferent sections of the university 
and the centralized nature of Its 
power structure* 
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Summary of Proposals of Mullins' Brief 



One ot the most Important as* 
pects of the present critical situa* 
tion on campus Is the briel prepa- 
red by President Mullins to be pre* 
sented to the committee of Student 
Affairs concerning grants and Uni- 
versity expansion priorities* This 
brief was circulated to the senat^ 
to the S.C.A. President, Pierre 
Fortln, and to the President of 
the Faculty Association, Profes- 
sor Clarke. 

Proposals contained in the Brief; 

(a) Incorporation of the French 
Teacher's College Into the Univer- 
sity 

(b) **In 1968|theSenate of Lauren- 
tion University approved the esta- 
blishment of an Institute of Fine 
Particle Research within the exis- 
ting Dept. of Physics" 

A proposed grant totalUng $30,000 
Is requested for the year 1970-71 
to *' enable the institute tounderta- 
ke more sophisticated research in 
this field". 

(c) A proposaffor the establish- 
ment of an "inter-dlscipIinary Re- 
search Institute of Norther Ontario 
Resources", A "modest supple- 
mental grant of S30,000 for 1970- 
71" is requested to establish this 
institute. 

(d) A grant of $30,000 Is reques- 
ted for the fourth year (1970-71) 
of operation of the School of Nur- 
sing^ 



(e) A grant of$70p000 is requested 
to "enable the school of Physical 
and Health Education to meet the 
financial requirements of Its fourth 
year of operation." 

(f} A proposal for the establish- 
ment of a School of Law— "Lau- 
rentlan University feels that a 
School of Law should be initiated 
in 1973-74, with a planning year to 
increase resources in 1972-73, A- 
pproval for such a school is re- 
quested, as are supplemental 
grants for the year 1972-73 (SBO, 
000), 1973-74 ($76,500) and 1974- 
75 ($80,000)," 

(g) "We have requested the appro* 
vaJ^ for 1973-74, ofa School of Mu-

sic with a small supplementary 
grant of $47,000. — The need is 
urgent, and we would ask your im- 
mediate approval as to improve the 
situation". 

(h) Asupplemental tyrant of $35,000 
is requested to allow ** the 
splitting of the Faculty of Arts ^ 
Science into a Faculty of Arts and 
Science on the one hand, and a Fa- 
culty of Social Science on the o- 
ther," 

(1) A proposal for the establish- 
ment of an "Institute of Llnguls^ 
tics" by the year 1974-75. 

(j) A proposal for the establish- 
ment of a Faculty of Medicine hv 



the year 1960. Approval is reques- 
ted "as soon as possible" since 
"the lead time required for the es-^ 
tablishment of such a faculty Is at 
least six or seven years—" 
(k) A request for a scaling down 
of the per cent of the formula ge- 
nerated revenue upon which the 
"emergent grant" is based, _Lau- 
rentlan would thus receive larger 
grants In the next 4 years, 
(m) "Laurentlan University sub- 
mits that^ with our emerging 
French programme, the present 7?o 
bilingual grant Is not sufficient to 
meet our needs!' 

(n) Attention Is brought to "the ex- 
tremely serious situation In which 
Laurentian University finds Itself* 
In regards to the temporary lectu- 
re huts. 



The following is a list of cons- 
truction priorities taken in the or- 
der in which they appear In the Pre- 
sident's brief: 

a) maintenance building housing 
maintenance shops, planning dept., 

storage areas for supplies, secu- 
rity officers maintenance office. 

b) Dining Hall to supplement faci- 
lities of Great Hall. 

c) Arena field House to house phy* 

slcal Education facilities. 

d) Campus Centre to house student 
associations^ area for det)ate and 
drama cafeteria, lounges and stu- 
dent services. 

e) Social Science Building 
Arts & Humanities 

g) Library Building 



Students Accuse Mullins of Dist 

for Students and Faculty

It is our belief that the brief which President Mullins has presented 
this morning was contrived with a disturbing disregard for the students 

and faculty of Laurentlan University. We feel that it is irresponsible 
to make such a presentation without having ascertained insofar as 
is posslbl(i the feelings of the majority of the academic community 
who are vitally concerned with the successfijl development of our 
university. Growth is Indeetl necessary at Laurentlan, but It must 
be based upon the firm foundation of careful planning and Joint delib- 
eration of the admlnlstraUon, faculty and students. Decisions not 
founded upon such a basis must necessarily be open to dissent. Such 
dissent has been, and is at present, a most unfortunate hinder ance 
to mutual consolidation of the various Interests ol all members of 
theLaurentian community. 

We regret that we may not present a proper brief to the Committee 
on University Affairs at this time. We were not notUled of this meeting 
until the third of this month, and we felt that two weeks was an in- 
adequate length of time to present a paper worthy of the Committee s 



consideration. We would, however, stress that we believe construction 
of the Campus Center is of prime Importance to the university. 
Plans for this building have been made by students with ftjll knowledge 
and co-operation of administration and faculty representatives. The 
obvious need for Improved communications between university factions 
would be met In the Center. We have long felt the lack of a central 
meeting place for all campus groups. A Campus Center would provide 
an ideal opporhinlty for the constant interchange of ideas which is 
an integral part of university life, ^ ^ i 

Thusfar, understanding and tolerance between students and admin- 
istration has had little chance to develop at Laurentlan* We consider 
President Mullins to be In part responsible for this, by reason of 
his failure to effectively consult faculty and students before making 
decisions which directly concern them* 

It is our sincere hope that this be avoided in the future* Planning for 
Laurentlan should be an on going process which could adapt itself best 
to the needs of Northern Ontario and also those of the member of the 
academic community. We recommend that the C.U,A, disregard the re- 
port presented by President Mullins until such time as a report for the 
whole university community has been prepared. 



Faculty Association Backs Teach-in 



To Comm- 
unication 
Problems 



The Board of Governors of the 
university has recently been taking 
steps to attempt to counteract the 
lack of communication and consul- 
tation at Laurentlan. 

The first evidence of this In was 
the creation, last fall* of the Presi- 
dential Advisory Committee (PA 
CX This committee was set up by 
the Board to study methods of im- 
proving communications and cons- 
ultative procedures within Lauren- 
tlan University, Tiie committee Is 
composed of governors, faculty 
members and shidents* 

Secondly, the Board is now con- 
sidering a proposal to have 2 stu- 
dents and 2 faculty sit on its Final 
Committeep 

Thirdly, it was largely due to 
Intervention from the Board that all 
segments of the University were 
able to make submissions, today, 
to the Committee on University Af- 
fairs. 



At the meeting of the Faculty As- 
sociation last Thursday, October 
IC, the association voted overwhel- 
mingly to support the students of 
this university In their proposal 
to hold a teach-in on Monday (TO- 
DAY) concerning the administra- 
tion of Laurentlan University and 



agreed to co-operate with them In 
arranging It, 

Before the meeting beganS.G.A. 
President Pierre Fortin relayed 
tlie det islon of the sludonts' gene- 
ral meeting to liold a teach-in con- 
cerning the problems of lack of 
communication and consultation 



between the administration and o- 
ther segments of the university 
community and the specific ques- 
tion of expansion planning. He 
then asked the association for Its 
support in this ventur-e* 

When quorum was reached and 
the motion of support was made. 



the associaUon then raised seve- 
ral questions concerning the sul>- 
Ject matter of the teach-in and the 
advisability of holding it on such 
short notice. However when the 
vote was called the motion passed 
with only one member opposed and 
a few abstentlonSi^ 



Faculty Criticizes Mullins' Brief 



The presentation of the Faculty 
Association to be given this mor- 
ning to the Committee on Univer- 
sity Affairs will not be the reqiii- 
red projection of expansion and ca- 
pital needs for the next five years. 

Garry ClarkOi President of the 
Association stated to LAMBDA, 
"We are not able to offer alterna- 
tive recommendationstto Mr* Mul- 
lins' proposals because it is the 
thrust of our position that there has 
not been sufficient and proper plan- 
ning." 

Because there is no present 
structure sultallw for carrying out 
such plannings and because of the 



extrenioly sliort notUo received, it 

is no more possible, for the facul- 
ty to prepare an extensive study, 
than it is, for the students to pre- 
pare one. In addition the faculty 
presentation will point out some of 
the weaknesses and lack of realis- 
tic content ol some of the propo- 
sals In President Mullins^ brief. 

In particular ttie faculty brief 
will centre on specific proposals 
such as the amalgatlon of the Tea- 
chers* College with the University^ 
the Research Institute of Northern 
Ontario resources and the rather 
unrealistic statistical projections 
on the expected Increase In tea- 
ching staff and acadeinir* salaries 
over the five-year period. 



Tiie faculty wilt point out that, 
while the President's brieftriesto 
indicate that acceptable guidelines 
have been agreed upon for the a- 
malt^omation of the teachers' col- 
lege with the university, In actua- 
lity they have not even been dis- 
cussed with the main parties con- 
cerned namely, the faculties of the 
university and the teachers' colle- 
ge- 

They will question the proposed 

Research Institute of Northern On- 
tario Resources as to whether It 
mif;ht not be more advisable to 
spend the money on the research 
itself rather than setting up a bu- 
reaucratic structure which may 



not do much to facilitate this re- 
search* 

They will also Indicate that in 
view of the ambitious proposals for 
new faculties and schools, the ra- 
ther modest forecast increase in 
teaching staff would result in a re- 
duction of teaching staff in the e- 
xlstlng faculties and schools. 

By focusing on these and other 
features of the president's brief, 
the Faculty will attempt to convin- 
ce Dr* Wright and the Committee 
on University Affairs tbatthebrlef 
is not an adequate appraisal of the 
needs of this university for the 
next ave-years,
